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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement has been received and considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1- rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 line 3 "said piston body" lacks antecedent basis. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DeMolina et 
aL 

Regarding claim 1 , as can easily be seen from the drawings, DeMolina et al. 
discloses a pressure tube 14, a piston body 40, a piston rod 18, first and second valve 
assemblies 58,66, a piston nut 70, a third fluid passageway 82,86 and a sleeve 78 all 
functioning as claimed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2,3,7-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
DeMolina et al. in view of Lee. 

Regarding claims 2 and 7 although DeMolina et al. lacks showing a plurality of 
holes formed in a helical formation, such an idea is old and well known in the art. 

Lee is relied upon to provide a general teaching of this idea at 34. See column 4 
around line 40. 

One having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have found 
it obvious to have provided a plurality of holes, as claimed, in the piston nut of DeMolina 
et al., as taught generally by Lee, dependent upon the damping characteristics desired 
from the absorber. 

Regarding claims 3,8-1 1 as modified above, these requirements are met. 

7. Claims 4,12-18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
DeMolina in view of Head or Spyche, Jr.. 

Regarding claims 4 and 12 DeMolina lacks a showing of the third passageway 
comprised of a single hole and groove. 
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The references to Head or Spyche, Jr. provide a general teaching showing 
helical grooves with holes which open into them. 

One having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have found 
it obvious to have provided the device of DeMolina with a single hole-groove 
combination, as suggested by the general teaching of Head or Spyche, Jr., dependent 
upon the type and level of damping desired from the shock absorber. 

Regarding claim 5 these limitations would have been obvious for the reasons 
given above. 

Regarding claims 6 and 1 3-1 8 these requirements are met.
